Isolationist sentiment must be very- 
strong in Canada when our Defence 
Minister in an apologetic tone has to 
explain that the amount being spent 
may not be large enough, because, it 
we decided not t« go into the next wai, 
we might find it difficult to protect our- 
neutrality. In other words, if we don’t 
want to fight we should be bettei 
equipped so that we can resolutely 
fight in defence of our resolution not 
to fight. If his idea is carried out, we 
will be in a better position to fight it 
we are not going to fight, than we 
would be if we were. (This is becoming 
involved). The decision rests not with 
us but with the enemy, so that if we 
decide on Neutrality, the fight is going 
to be a one-sided afi’air, unless, ol 
course, Great Britain or the United 
States takes up the challenge in oui 
behalf, while we sit down and enjoy 
our neutrality, which carries with it 
an air of respectability as being one 
country that cannot be swayed by 
base passion and unworthy ambition.

A Cabinet Minister in Ontario advo¬ 
cates a large issue of currency, on tin- 
basis of four paper dollars to one ol 
gold. He tells the federal government 
to buy Canadian gold and pay for it 
partially with this new money. It does 
not occur to him that so easy a pro¬ 
cess would ’ have been adopted long 
ago if it would revive business. Mr. 
Dunning knows that it won t. Hi 
knows that money is not scarce, be¬ 
cause he bought 140 millions a shoit 
time ago at'about two per cent. That 
does not argue scarcity; it argues 
plenty. If there was a scarcity, mon¬ 
ey would not work for such low wages. 
He know-s that our difficulty with dol¬ 
lars is the same as our difficulty with 
men—too many unemployed,* and that 
further issues of dollars would but in¬ 
crease the army of unemployed dol¬ 
lars. His concern is to find work for 
the presently unemployed dollars and 
men before increasing £heir number. 
He knows there are reasons why they 
are unemployed,Tor he has to do with 
it, and that is heavy taxation. In one 
sphere alone, viz. house-building, 
many of these unemployed men and 
dollars could be put to work, but the 
public refuse to venture- into it, be¬ 
cause they see no prospect of a fair 
return for the investment.

Reports are that the poison J»ait is 
proving very effective where properly 
applied.

8 was i>8 of an inch,'on June !»th .28 
was recorded and a shower on June 12

Mr. Parkinson made the following 
statement to the council and requested 
that it be recorded in. the minutes of 
the meeting: 

“Mr. Bennett is not responsible for 
any shortage of grasshopper bait sup¬ 
plies for the M.D. of Royal mixing sta¬ 
tion. I never said that he was. It is 
my- duty to order the supplies for the 
station and ray responsibilities cease 
when I forward orders for supplies to 
the Department of Agriculture at Ed¬ 
monton. Both Mr. Bennett and I did a 
great deal of work and used every ef¬ 
fort to obtain supplies to keep the sta¬ 
tion running. Neither the Department 
of Agriculture at Edmonton, the Do¬ 
minion Department of Agriculture nor 
the farmers themselves expected such 
an outbreak of hoppers as we have to 
deal with. In fact I had instructions to 
open only two mixing stations in my 
district at the beginning of the sea¬ 
son.” 

Mr. Bateman thought that thfc far¬ 
mers in his district should have a mix¬ 
ing station in Brant and moved the 
following motion: 

That the Municipal District open a 
mixing station in Brant. '

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DENUDING ROCKY SLOPES

The protection of forest lands on the eastern slope u 
he Rockies has been discussed in the Senate, with Senate, 
->uchanan presenting the urgent need of adequate safe 
guards to prevent any further loss to forest stands. Senatoi 
.iuchanan said that in the six years since the return of nat¬ 
ural resources, the value of timber destroyed in the foothill 
and mountain forests of Alberta has been $1,606,000, and a 
total area of 235,000 acres has been denuded. 

For the six years prior to 1931, total destruction of the 
forest areas burned amounts to 55,530 acres, with a value 
•f $20,000, he said. Difference in the quality yf timber de¬ 
stroyed accounts for a loss per acre burned of almost $7 in 
me case and almost 35c in the other.. 

.Senator Buchanan’s conclusion was that the forests were 
not being properly protected, and he mentibntd the fact 
that Alberta was asking the Dominion to take back the 
administration of all the forest areas on the eastern slope 
if the Rockies. He warned that adequate protection foi 
mountain forests was a necessary measure in water con¬ 
servation, not only for Alberta but for Saskatchewan. 

There is a certain folly in instituting dam's and othei 
works in Saskatchewan, .without giving due attention to 
the originals source of all prairie water-supply. 

Several ranchers have expressed the wish that the moun¬ 
tain forests in B.C. as well as in Alberta could be taken 
over by the federal government, and efficiently patrolled. 
Much loss has been caused in Alberta through fires escaping 
from B.C. through the passes. Administration of this moun¬ 
tain area by the one government would assure a much more 
uniform method of patrol, and elimination of some of the 
present weaknesses. 

Others regret* that the long battle to secure the natural 
.e-ourees for the province, should jesult in the government 
asking that the forest lands be taken back because there 
are not funds available to protect them adequately. 

This question of protection of headwaters of prairie riv¬ 
ers is not provincial, however. It comes within the scope 
of federal care in any effort to control and preserve the 
flow of water for prairie farms. 
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Five wells at the Valley have just 
been Completed, Itarsae Royalties, Un¬ 
ited 5, Glove Royalties, Vulcan-Brown 
and Frontier. 


BANKING LEG 1SLATIO N 


In view of the drastic action taken by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment in an effort as tthey consider it, to place oquitabb 
taxes on banks throughout the province, sei ious-mimleii 
merchants of the toy. n are wondering what the ultima)* 
outcome will be. i ■ 1 

• The -various banks of the province have indicated their 
intention of closing some of their branches owing to the 
*i xcessive taxes that they are compelled to pay and theii 
inability to operate at anything but a loss. This action of- 
course, does not fit in with the picture painted by the gov¬ 
ernment in upholding the Corporation fax Act and mer¬ 
chants fully realize the difficulty and inherent inconven- 
icme that would be placed upon thorn of having to do their 
business thiough banks located at other points. 

Unquestionably, the banks have been carrying since 192'.. 
i number of unprofitable branches at country points in an 
endeavor to give service to lural communities and with a 
hope that improved agricultural and business conditions 
would enable such htanches to reach a paying basis, but 
the most recent legislation destroys any prospect of this. 

Legislation passed in .1937 doubled the amount of taxes 
paid by the local bank and the legislation that is now under 
consideration ('the Provincial Corporation Tax) would in' 
crease by four times the amount paid in If)-'hi under this act 
In an endeavour to offset the loss locally, the bank has re¬ 
duced their staff temporarily by one senior Officer and per¬ 
manently b\ one “junior officer. This reduction in stall' a 
no assurance, however, that further redn.'t.ions. or even tlie 
closing of the branch, -will not.be necessuij to meet condi 
tions. , , 

If the creation of money were as simple as the thcorie. 
expounded by “Social Creditors” claim undoubtedly the 
hanks would avail themselves of this method of paying such 
additional taxes, but in the final analysis this creative pow¬ 
er si ems restricted to such an extent that some branches 
are being closed in place of new ones being opened. 

Repudiation is a word that we hate to hear or even 
'hink about and yet certain recent legislative acts encour¬ 
age normally fair minded people to consider the advisability 
of repudiating their justly incurred debts. Incidentally, cap¬ 
ital that is already in the province must look elsewhere for 
a safer place for investment and it'Will lie extremely diffi¬ 
cult to secure outside capital for business ventures in the 
face of such debt reducing legislation.

Crude oil produced in one field may | 
and does influence the price of crude 
oil produced in another and if any evi¬ 
dence of it were needed, refer to the 
case of Alberta and Montana. 

Before the tariff board, F. G. Cottle, 
chief auditor of the Alberta Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners, show¬ 
ed how Montana production had af¬ 
fected the price on the Turner Valley 
output. 

Montana oil cannot compete with 
Turner Valley in supplying Calgary 
refineries because Turner Valley is 
much nearer to Calgary and enjoys the 
advantage of lower transport costs. 
But Turner Valley is producing more 
crude than Calgary refineries can use 
and so has to ship part of its output 
east to refineries at Moose Jaw, Re¬ 
gina and Winnipeg. 

This the price of the Turner Valley 
production in the field has to be at a 
level which will enable the crude to 
be laid down at these distant points 
(including freight) at prices which 
will be competitive with the prices at 
which Montana crude can be laid down. 
As Mr. Cottle pointed out, Montano 
crude cannot compete with Turner Val- 
ley crude at Calgary, but it can at oth¬ 
er points. 

•Similarly Turner Valley crude actu¬ 
ally affected the price of Montana 
crude right in Montana although it 
never got into that state in commer¬ 
cial quantities. Perhaps the issue in 
which the prairies are most interest¬ 
ed, is that Turner Valley producers, 
the pipe lines, refineries, and railways, 
have adjusted their operations so that 
western' consumers are able to buy 
their producers at substantially lower 
prices than wduld have prevailed had 
the Alberta fields not been developed. 
Producers at the same time are getting 
a fair price for their output.
